Antioch is mourning the loss of 
beloved State Rep. Timothy H. 
Osmond (R-Antioch) who died of an 
apparent heart attack Tuesday, Dec. 

Osmond, 53, was reportedly 
found unresponsive in his Antioch 
home and was taken to Victory 
Memorial Hospital in Waukegan, 
where he was pronounced dead at 
5:24 p.m. 

Sources say mis was the third 
heart attack Osmond has suffered, 
following a heart bypass surgery. 

He is survived by his wife JoAnri 
and two children Colleen, 
(Conarchy) and Michael. 

Mayor Taso Maravelas said, "It 
is a great loss to our community. 1 
don't know what else to say. I've 
known him since I moved to 
Antioch in 1973. He did a lot for our 
village and we're going to miss 
him." 

A lifelong resident of Antioch, 
Osmond served on the Antioch 
Rescue Squad for 20 years, two as 
chief. 

"Tim retired from the squad 
when he became a State 
Representative, but he remained 
active and helped whenever he 
could, maintained his paramedic 
status and attended our func- 
tions," said Chief Wayne 
Sobczak. "There was no more 
compassionate paramedic than 
Tim, and that extends beyond the 
Rescue Squad. That compassion 
showed up in all aspects of life, 
no matter what he did. We will 
miss him." 

Additionally, he was a member 
of the Antioch Lions Club, the 
Antioch Rotary Club, the Lakes 
Region Historical Society, Antioch 
Republican Club, Ducks Unlimited, 
as well as a member of the North 
Central Association Visiting 
Committee for Antioch. 

He served as State 
Representative since 1998, was 
formerly Antioch Township 
Supervisor and Antioch Township 
Trustee prior to that. He was an 
alternate delegate at the 1992 
Republican National Convention 
and a delegate of the same in 

2000. 

Osmond was just elected to his 
third term as State Representative in 

District 61. 

State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis (R- 
Zion) worked closely with Osmond 
over the past four years. "Tim was a 
fine legislator and very mindful of 
his area. He was an honorable man. 
You could bank on his word," she

"We heed the tax 
revenue in Antioch to be somewhere as a village." 

Maravelas said many villages are feeling the effects of the slow down in 
the economy, and diat he did not want to see that for Antioch after working 
diligendy over the past two years to bring it into the black. "Personally, I 
would never let the downtown falter. As a small business owner, I know how

The mayor met about equal 
applause and jeers from the audience 
tiiat overflowed the 78-person capac- 
ity of Village Hall when he said, "I've 
talked to 1,000 people and I didn't 
find one person who didn't want a 
Wal-Mart. There are people in our 
community who want Wal-Mart." 

Those jeering did ask thaLtJie vil- 
lage bring the item to referendum to 
truly let the residents of Antioch have 
tlieir say over the matter. 

Wal-Mart intends to build a 
super center of 203,000 square feet 
on 29.39 acres for phase one of the 
project. Additionally, the 7.3 acres 
where the water retention ponds will 
sit will be rezoned to the new zoning 
category OS (open space). • 

The two votes against the pro- 
posal came from trustees Barbara 
Porch and Larry Hanson. Hanson's 
issue with the development was over 
the size. This was also a concern of 
Porch and when she asked Timothy 
Barrett a partner with Great Lakes 
Principals, the developer in charge, if 
a smaller size store would be consid- 
ered he answered a concise, "No." 
Valerie S. Kretchmer Associates made 
a second presentation of the financial 
analysis findings of the impact the 
proposed Wal-Mart could have on 
the Village of Antioch. 

Kretchmer's 32-page report was 
favorable, overall, to the proposed 
Wal-Mart development though cau- 
tion is recommended. 

"While one shopping center will 
not change the center of the commu- 
nity, a string of large shopping cen- 
ters on the east side could do that," 
she said. "The ultimate impact on 
retail sales (and sales taxes) depends 
in part on the ability of existing retail- 
ers to tap into the increasing market 
in and around Antioch and to devel- 






- 



op their own niches." 
She sited examples of communities 
with both successful downtowns and 
some big box stores such as East 
Dundee, West Dundee, Batavia, 
Oswego and Morris. She added that 
McHenry probably has too many big 
box stores, and an insignificant 
"downtown." 

The report concluded that the 
net tax increase of property and sales 
tax combined for phase I of the devel- 
opment will range between $942,700 
and $1,146,700. Kretchmer recom- 
mended that "the village should 
investigate die possibility of using a 
portion of the sales and/or property 
taxes generated by the shopping cen- 
ter to fund business retention and 
recruitment efforts for the downtown 
and other retail locations." 

Kretchmer states that Antioch is 
attracting sales from outside the 
village in the areas of food, eating 
and drinking as well as drugs and 
miscellaneous retail as it is higher 
per capita than the Lake County 
average. Conversely, Antioch is 
lower, per capita, in the area of \ 
.general merchandise, apparel, 
furniture, household and radio, 
lumber, building and hardware 
categories. 

The reported further concluded 
that grocery stores would feel the 
greatest impact, followed by hard- 
ware and drugs. 

"The worst scenario would be 
new centers on the other side of 
Antioch's borders, resulting in retail 
sales and sales taxes going to a neigh- 
boring jurisdiction and/or school dis- 
trict," the report said. "A balanced 
approach is appropriate here to 
ensure that new development occurs 
within the village's boundaries bud 
does not destroy the existing retail 
areas of the village."

sports known to mankind. 
Plenty of weight training is 
JSL required in order to build up those 
forearms, biceps and wrists. 

But as harmless as it may look at times, 
the sport has produced its share of injuries. 

Weight training plays a major role, as one 
would suspect. Proper weight training, that is. 

"That's pretty much why it hasn't been 
introduced as an Olympic sports," said body- 
builder Alex Rothacker. "There have been too 
many injuries. I've seen plenty of people that 
work out who don't use proper form or use 
too much weight too early." 

And Rothacker, who has been weight 
training for over 28 years, knows a thing or 

two about proper weight training. * 

That's why he has introduced the Micro 

Weight Training System, which is used to, 

develop and build the body using smaller 

increments of weight in the form of metal 
plates. 

According to Rothacker, "tendons and 

ligaments build three to four times slower 
than muscle tissue. So to build die body safe- 
ly, they all need to build at the same rate." 

Armworks is one of the machines 
Rothacker has developed, again, with the 
idea of using small increases of weight as to 
build the forearms and wrists, in hopes of 
decreasing injuries. 

Rothacker had a nice turnout last week- 

■ 

end at The Jungle Gym in Antioch where his 
Armworks device was in the spotlight. 
Workout junkies and even some Mundelein 
High football players competed in a forearm- 
lifting contest using Armworks. 

For a $15 entry fee, an assortment of mus- 
cle men divided up into three categories, each 
trying to lift, sitting down, as much weight pos- 
sible. The field was comprised of a lightweight, 
middleweight and heavyweight category. 

Mundelein High junior quarterback Matt 
Drecoll won the lightweight division, Gages 
Lake's John Chinske the middleweight, and 
Ingleside's Mike Egan the heavyweight divi- 
sion. 

A lot of the guys competing work out at 
the Key Club in Grayslake. Like Chinske, for 
example. 

"Al (Rothacker) kind of enlisted me, so to 
speak. But I think it's a great machine," said 
Chinske after winning a sudden death rep lift- 
off against Grayslake's Lynn Johnson, who also 
trains at the Key Club. Chinske forearm lifted 
90 pounds before taking the first-place trophy 
with 13 reps at 70 pounds. Lynn had 12. 

"There was some pretty good competi- 
tion," said Rothacker. "The main thing (when 
using Armworks) is proper form. You also 
don't want to move your feet and avoid from 
leaning back." 

Proceeds from the competition went to 
the Michael P. Lynn Foundation. Mike is a 
senior at Antioch High School. He is involved 
in a serious battle with cancer. 

"I don't really know Mike (Lynn) but we 
wanted to do something for him," said 
► Johnson, who started the Key Club with 
Rothacker a couple of years ago. 

Overall, Al Roth and the Jungle Gym have 
raised over $4,500 for Lynn.

Nine days before Christmas, area leaders 
presented their case for regional road 
improvements to Illinois Congressman Phil 
Crane (R-Wauconda). 

"The T-3 (transportation act) will be con- 
sidered in the next couple of months in 
Congress, and it is important that we get your 
input, because transportation is a serious 
issue," Crane told those assembled at Lake 
Zurich Village Hall. 

Lake Zurich officials were miffed to learn 
that the Route 22 bypass plan was one of die 
victims of cost-cutting in Springfield. Its plans 
have been delayed a year, said Ed Wilson, pro- 
grammer for Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT). Later, die agency told 
village officials that the project was 
back in the schedule.

"It is important to improve local 
roads as the big ticket items. We are 
facing $l million in local costs due 
to die Route 22 bypass," said Lake 
Zurich Mayor Jim Krischke. 

"Looking from die standpoint of 
die average taxpayer, you get more 
exposure spreading die tax dollars 
out over smaller projects than just 
one big project," said Jim Taylor, 
Lake Zurich trustee. 

"It is somewhat discouraging. I wish there 
would not have been so much hoopla about 
the bypass funding. This is the first time diat 
we have heard diat it has been delayed. A lot 
of developers have called us and presented 
plans based on the bypass," said Lake Zurich 
trustee Steve McAvoy. 

Crane said that Congressmen have an 
allocated sum to distribute to their local dis- 
tricts. He and others lamented the fact diat 
Illinois to Washington and this area to 
Springfield are considered "donor areas", pay- 
ing more than they receive back in benefits. 

Regarding Route 22 improvements, 
Donald Biciste, a Kildeer trustee, said his vil- 
lage is concerned about cut-through traffic 
and the "drag strip" that can develop when 

multiple lanes of highway are reduced. He 
said while the two ends of the highway's east 
and west sides are being worked on, there 
should be consideradon for die middle sec- 
tion in and around Kildeer. The project has 
been pushed a year behind due to later than

expected land acquisidon procedures, Wilson 
said. Also, there is local opposition and heavy 
costs in the Fox River Grove area. 

"It will be very difficult to fund road 
improvements such as Route 22. The state's 
deficit is a very real one, and mere will have to 
be some significant cuts. The Democrats are 
driving the car now and we will see where 
diey take us," said State Rep. Mark Beaubien 
(R-*Barrington). 

Some local officials mentioned die fact 
mat cross-traffic has trouble with signals at 
Route 12 intersections. Wilson said the 35- 
37,000 vehicles a day that use Route 12 are 
kept moving ahead of the side streets, but 
local improvements could be studied. 

"A lot of projects are getting pushed down 
to the local level," said Lake Zurich adminis- 
trator John Dixon. 

Beaubien said that the best 
hope for funding the much 
talked about Route 53 extension 
would be federal funds or a toll- 
road. 

The Lake County Council of 
Mayors' requests and highway 
improvement plans for FY 2003- 
07 have been compiled in one 
document. 

One project due for fund- 
ing in FY 2003 is adding lanes 
and bridge replacement at Route 
21 to Route 120 and 137 in die Waukegan- 
Gurnee and Libertwille area.

The Lake Zurich area is slated for -fourth 
quarter of FY 2004 for Illinois Route 22 to east 
Buesching Road bypass, a delay.

Grever faces a January deadline of 
die first payment of $5,000, but Grever 
is expected to appeal that as well. 

A letter-writing campaign by 
public officials, friends and family 
members of former Ela Township 
Supervisor Robert Grever may have played a 
role in reducing Grever's sentence on official 
misconduct charges. 

On Nov. 15, Lake County Circuit Court 
Judge Schostok ruled that Grever must pay 
$205,000 back to Ela Township. Grever, who 
also served as Lake County Board member 
and its chairman, received six months in jail, 
30 months probation and will perform com- 
munity service. This came from Schostok as a 
result of a trial for Grever's failure to notify Ela 
Township Board members for three years of a 
growing debt owed to the township. The debt 
was owed by his former mother-in-law, the 
deceased Mae Chevojka.

Vicky Grever, Robert Grever's daughter,

Letters were submitted on 
behalf of Grever from a former 
campaign official, and former 
Lake County Board Chairman 
Robert Depke. The Depkes and ' 
other former county officials 
attended the court proceedings on Grever's 
behalf.

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remains unsecured. 

"First, we need to get a permit offered," he 
noted. "In my opinion, nothing will happen 
until April or May." 

Meanwhile, speculation about the pos- 
sible Waukegan site raised anxiety levels in 
Gurnee, when rumors suggested that a loca- 
tion at Route 120 and O'Plaine Road, on the 
Gurnee border, was under consideration.

Dr. Rick Furman, who has served on the 
staff of St. Therese and Victory Memorial, as 
well as Lake Forest and Condell, suggested the 
blade might cut the other way. 

"My partner did not sign the petition (sup- 
porting Vista) because he thought it would 
cost him business," he said. "That is coercion." 

Repeatedly, members of the public 
expressed concern for the fate of the indigent 
and uninsured now served by St. Therese. 
Vista officials, just as repeatedly, noted Vista's 
mission has been, and remains, to meet die 
needs of all. For example, both hospitals 
receive, and will continue to receive, referrals 



from HealUireach, a free clinic in Waukegan 
serving those under the poverty level. 

"Both St. Therese and Victory Memorial 
have always supported us with over a half- 
million dollars of free care," said Dr. Richard 
Keller. Keller, chief administrator for 
Healthreach, stressed the community's role 
in assuring care for the indigent. 

"They won't abandon die poor if you con- 
tinue to hold their feet to the fire," he admon- 
ished the crowd. 

Although some people expressed a desire 

for bom Waukegan hospitals to remain open, 
Vista has repeatedly stated it is economically 
unfeasible to run bodi hospitals. 

Originally, the plan called for the closing of . 
Victory Memorial, but according to Vista, a 
state-of-the-art renovadon of St. Therese would 
cost $49 million, while similar renovation of 
Victory Memorial would cost $33 million. 

"We can't afford two hospitals in 
Waukegan," said Jan Bennett, who serves as 
on-call chaplain for bodi hospitals. 
. "No one is running away from Waukegan. 
Vista Health wants us to have premier hospi- 
tals," she said. "Let's get away from favoritism 
and bickering."

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or a combined Christmas gift and a New Year's resolution, 
village officials couldn't do any better for the community 
good than pledge efforts in 2003 to attract job creating busi- 
nesses. 

For far too many years, political leaders in our locality have 
equated progress with approving new subdivisions and annexing 
land for still more residential development. Thought of attracting 

commerce that brings good paying jobs is far down the priority list or 
off the village hall radar screen altogether. Typically, an economic 
development commission fills out an organization chart. And that's 
it. 

- 

The result is that job creation boils down to employment oppor- 
tunities at a new strip mall or seasonal businesses. Discussion of the 
dilemma is accompanied by hand-wringing that "we need to do 
something to increase the tax base." Politicians even get elected on 
that premise. Unfortunately, they're giving only lip service to job cre- 
ation. 

Democratic Gov. elect Rod Blagojevich talked a lot about raising 
wages and creating new jobs in Illinois (250,000 to be exact). Before 
he can get involved in creating new jobs, though, his attentions, and 
rightly so, will be focused on dealing with a nasty budget shortfall 
likely to exceed $2 billion within six months. 

Destined to be a pro-labor governor, Blagojevich already has 
pointed to typically Democrat solutions to unemployment and job 
problems like increasing the minimum wage, establishing pay-equity 
and juicing up unemployment insurance. The federal government's 
idea of a 26-week extension of unemployment insurance falls in the 
category of Band-Aid help. 

No, job creation starts closer to home. 

There has been a disturbing trend among municipal leaders in 
Lake County to point to the county's emphasis on reining in the pace 
of growth as a contributing force to choking off economic growth. 
They point to a downward trend in the issuance of commercial 
building permits in unincorporated areas to substantiate their argu- 
ment. After four years of significant commercial growth, the year 

2000 showed issuance of seven permits with a value of $534,000 and 

2001 where five permits were issued with $6,625,000 value. 
Paltry numbers, indeed, for a county with one of the most 

vibrant economies in the nation. Blaming the county, though, 
ignores the fact that county government controls only about 10 per- 
cent of the geography where growth can occur. Municipalities in 
truth control the throttle for growth and development. 

That gets us back to our starting observation about a commit- 
ment to job creation being both a holiday gift and a welcome New 
Year's resolution. Village fathers could well pay more attention to 
their leadership responsibility which includes attracting business 
and industry that provides the type of jobs that pay living wages to 
people who can afford to support local consumer enterprises and . 
pay their taxes. 

There's more to sitting on a village board than making sure the 
water bills go out and arm wrestling with developers. What's being 
done about attracting job creating business is a worthwhile topic for 
spring election debate that will be getting underway in a few weeks. 

Fortunately, Lake County lags well behind Illinois' unemploy- ' 
merit level exceeding six per cent since last spring. But that shouldn't 
detract from the challenge of every mayor and trustee to do their 
utmost in the new year to attract more job creating business. 

We don't happen to equate more Wal-Marts with community 
advancement. Enterprises with solid, dependable payrolls, however, 
are welcome. The more the better. 
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ere's the good side of die 
bad news about over- 
eating during the holi- 
days. Widi all those holi- 
day goodies, the average weight 
gain is about one pound instead of 
the five pounds most people think 
they gain. 

Heather Hirsch, registered 
dietician at Chicago's Lakeshore 
Athletic Club, offered some tips 
about how to celebrate without 
making yourself feel lousy after the 
fun has subsided.

Mark Kirk carried out an excellent cam- 
paign and ended up with a percentage win 
in Lake County (66.56 percent) that was 
close to the last contested election of John 
Porter (1996-67.31 percent).

Now, Phil 
Crane is one of my heroes so this is not a 



criticism of him. However, it does point out 
that one of our "political givens" about the 
8th Congressional District being a bastion of 
conservative thinking voters may well be 
changing. After all, this is where we have 
growth occurring in Lake County and will 
have continued growth during the balance of 
this decade. Even here, therefore, a shift to a 
more moderate electorate may well be tak- 
ing place. 

As a political party, we have to adjust to 

our constituency. We need to attract new 
people to the Republican Party who have 
fundamental beliefs that we can all generally 
agree upon. But many of those who should 
be Republicans do come from different cul- 
tures and hold different points of view on 
issues. As Republicans, we can live with this 



diversity and, in fact, must cultivate it if we 
are going to be a successful political organi- 
zation locally, and at the state and national 
level. 

Finally, the 2002 election results for 
statewide offices shows serious erosion of 
confidence for candidates who tend to be 
"more of the same." We had a win for Jim 
Ryan and Joe Birkett, but the margins were 
substantially smaller than the 90 election. 
One important point is thatTopinka did bet- 
ter in Lake County this time than in 1998. 
The voters like her and she presented herself 
on a very positive basis during the campaign. 
The fact that she is now chairman of the 
Illinois Republican Party is great and match- 
es up with the comments in Lt. G6vernor 
Wood's letter, as well. I look forward to 
working with Judy over the next few years.

Link, who knew Osmond for many years, 
recalled their past.

"We worked 
together in Street Scenes at Carmel, per- 
formed together on stage.

He was one of the good guys." - 

The process will begin soon to replace 
Osmond, but in some respects, "he will never 
be replaced," said Ant Simonian of the Lake 
County Republican Federation who offered 
some thoughts on Osmond's accomplish- 
ments.

AN ORDINANCE authorizing the issuance of General 

Obligation Park Bonds (Alternate Revenue Source) of the 

Round Lake Area Park District, Lake County, Illinois, in an 

aggregate principal amount not to exceed 510,000,000. 

. WHEREAS, the Round Lake Area Park District, Lake County, Il- 
linois (the "District'), Is a duly organized and existing Park Dis- 
trict* created under the provisions of the laws of the State of Illi- 
nois, and is now operating under the provisions of the Park Dis- 
trict Code of the State of Illinois, as supplemented and amended 
(the "Park Code')', and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Park Commissioners of the District 
(the "Board') has determined that it is advisable, necessary and 
in. the best interests of the District to refund the District's. out- 
standing General Obligation Refunding Park Bonds (Alternate 
Revenue Source),' Series 1994 and Installment Contract Certifi- 
cates (Limited Tax), Series 2000, to pay for land condemned or 
purchased for parks, for the building, maintaining, improving and 
protecting of the same and the existing' land and facilities of the 
District, including a community/recreational" center and to pay 
the expenses incident thereto (collectively, the "Project'), all in 
accordance with the preliminary plans and estimate of cost here- 
tofore approved by the Board and now on file In the office of the 
Secretary of the Board; and 

WHEREAS, the cost of the Project, including legal, financial, 
bond discount, printing and publication costs, capitalized interest 
and other expenses, will be not less than $10,000,000, and 
there are insufficient funds on hand and lawfully available to pay 
such costs; and 

WHEREAS, such costs are expected to be paid for from the 
proceeds of alternate bonds authorized to be issued at this time 
pursuant to the Local Government Debt Reform Act of the State 
of Illinois, as amended (the "Acty, and 
WHEREAS, it Is necessary and for the best interests of the Dis- 
trict that the District proceed with the Project and In order to

could say this is Christianity in a nutshell. 

For its three weeks or so, Advent is a time to "clear the decks" of our homes and our 

m - . 

hearts. As we put aside some of our normal activities in order to prepare special foods and 
gifts, clean and decorate our homes, and plan what Christinas church service to attend, we 
might also choose some ways to prepare spiritually for Christmas- to focus on what makes 
this such a special time of year. 

Some people light Advent wreath candles with a prayer at dinnertime, others listen to 
Advent music ("0 Come, Come Emmanuel" is a truly ancient Advent song), still others 
simply take time for prayer or quiet enjoyment of this time of Christmas preparation. We 
can savor our preparations and look ahead to the wonderful celebration on its way. 

• After Advent comes the traditional Christmas season - the festival celebration of Christ's 
coming - which begins at the stroke of midnight on Christmas Eve and winds to a close on 
the twelfth day of Christmas, January 5. Can you imagine 12 days of celebration rather than 
one? Now that's more than worthy of weeks of anticipation!

Often we'll have more than one for 
the famllyioxUne on. These may include apple, pumpkin, lemon, chocolate cream, and 

or those wlfp remember old-fashioned Christmas meals - mincemeat pies. 

X ? J n.my c hfldl 1 ope! , we couldn't purchase mincemeat in the store. It was homemade 
consisting of chopped apples, raisins, perhaps some other dried or candied fruit. 
I lowever.the main ingredient was cooked beef. 

Today's Mincemeat Mix 

In these days of prepared mincemeat mixes, most American mince pies are made 
without a scrap of meat. The cook who prepares her mince pies with meat is indeed rare. 
Hut years ago, a cook's reputation could hung on her mincemeat making ability. 

A friend once gave me a recipe for' making homemade mincemeat using venison. She 
said the neck meat of the deer made some of the tastiest mincemeat you could find.

Fruit Included 

In another early English cookbook, "Minst Pye," a concoction of veal or mutton, was 
combined with fruits and spices. Gradually cooks added apples to the mincemeat. Some 
recipes called for ingredients such as Seville oranges and red wine.

An Early Holiday Food 

Mincemeat is one of the oldest pie fillings and was esteemed as holiday fare in the era 
of Henry VII, who proclaimed Christmas a day of feasting. Back in the days of ancient 
Rome, the first type of mincemeat made its appearance* when Apicium, a Roman chef 
who wrote the first known cookbook, preserved meat with honey. 

This method of preserving meat, or retarding the growth of bacteria causing spoilage, 
continued throughout the years when other cooks found that meat could be kept for a 
number of months if it were mixed with enough spices and sugar.- 


















Pies in Many Shapes & Sizes 

Some early mince pies were baked in the shape of a manger, and a replica of the Christ 
Child was formed on the top crust. Through the years, the pie shape became rectangular, 
then circular. Sometimes these early pies weighed as much as 100 pounds. 

In Elizabethan England, huge mince pies were made during the 12 days of Christmas. 
Guests were offered a piece whenever they visited.

Mincemeat Ingredients Different in New World 

The English colonists brought their mincemeat recipes with them to the New World. 
Here it was made with the available ingredients. One early recipe called for a filling of 
bear's meat, maple sugar, and dried pumpkin baked in a commeal crust. 

Later recipes included dried fruits, wheat flour for the crust, and imported white 
sugar. During our colonial days, mincemeat pies were a favorite dessert throughout the 
year, not just for the holidays. By Mary Emma Allen 
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An Early Recipe 

An early recipe for mincemeat pie was published in "The Good House-Wives 
Treasurie" by Edward Allde, in 1508. The recipe, "To Make Minst Pyes," called for meats 
and various cut-up fruits. Allde also called for rosewater and cooked egg yolks in'his 
recipe. Then he baked the filling in a crust made with eggs as one of the ingredients. 






Pie Variations 

For a very different' mincemeat pie, try ICE CREAM MINCE PIE. Mix together 11/2 
cups graham cracker crumbs,. 1/4 cup melted butter or margarine and press firmly 
into a greased 9-inch pie pan. Bake at 375 degrees R for about 8 minutes; cool. Or use 
a prepared graham cracker crust.

Kleinheinz continues, "Any things you've 
seen Chevy Chase do in a National 
Lampoon Movie, we've had people do," 
says Kleinheinz.

Accidents 
involving candles have gone up 19% 
around the country, lie states. Do not 
leave candles burning when not in the 
room and "never burn a candle in the 
lower level of a house." And it is also 
strongly recommended that candles be 
placed in a fireproof container.

Pour approximately one third cup pot- 
ting soil through the funnel to the bottom of 
the ball. If the soil gets stuck in the mouth of 
the funnel, carefully use a pencil or chopstick 
to push it through. Keep adding soil until the 
ball is half full. 

. Remove the funnel and use the pencil to 
spread the soil evenly in the bottom of the 
ball. The soil should be at least one half inch 
deep. 
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Placing the Plants 

Start with the small plants. Pinch of five to 
six leaves with roots attached from the main 
clump. Ideally what you want is short, stocky, 
healthy roots with leaves growing as low on 
the stem as possible. Fold this small plant 
division together, with the roots toward the 
bottom, and gently stuff it through the open- 
ing. Using the pencil, push the roots into the 
soil. Depending on the size of glass ball you 
are using and the size of your plants, try to plant two to three tiny clumps. Complete the 
planting by putting tiny pieces of moss around the plants. If necessary, pour in a bit 
more potting soil to cover the roots of the plants. Add 5 or 6 drops of water. 

Drop in three to four red berries. Partridge berries, nandina berries or holly berries. The 
berries will not last as long as the rest of the plants but gives the terrarium a festive air. 

Using a glue gun or white glue, spread a thin layer of glue around the neck of the 
ball. Carefully replace the top of the ball and allow it to dry thoroughly. 

Tie a ribbon around the top and hang in a window. The plants will grow quickly if 
they receive good sunlight or even heat from a furnace vent. I only added an additional 
drop of water twice to mine, which I had for four months.

A I understand your concern, but if 
the car was prone to widespread 
problems, I'm sure that we would have 
read about it in numerous consumer 
outlets, not to mention manufacturer 
service bulletins. They don't take prob- 
lems like loss of power lightly. I would 
suggest that if you haven't received a 
service campaign notice from Ford or 
experienced the problem, you're most 
likely reacting to something you heard 
as a rumor. Keep your ZTS in proper 
running condition, change the oil regu- 
larly, and the next time you're In the 
dealership, you'll find out If anything in 
any system is in need of attention as 
soon as the VIN number Is entered into 
the computer.

Hybrid plans

I see Ford Is coming out with 
the Hybrid Escape. When will 

Ford and GM come out with regular 

four-door hybrids? 
— Stanley H. 

A For the uninitiated, hybrid cars uti- 
lize a blend of gasoline and electric 
power, with a computer making the 
choices as to which one is being used 
at the moment. They are highly efficient, 
making 50-60 mpg a realistic result. For 
instance, you can purchase a Toyota 
Prius (52 mpg city/45 mpg hwy), Honda 
Insight (68 mpg city/61 mpg hwy) or 
Honda Civic (46 mpg city/51 mpg hwy) 
to take advantage of this technology 
and not sacrifice the comforts of air con- 
ditioning, power windows, power locks 
... or powerl You'd be surprised as to. 
how well they perform. The styling is a 
little quirky on the Prius and Insight, but 
there's plenty of room for most people 
commuting to work. The little secret 
bonus comes with a federal tax credit 
($2,000) for those behind the wheels of 
hybrids, which further decreases your 
overall cost of operation. 

Ford will bring the Hybrid Escape to 
market in 2003. Why a sport ute instead 
of a car? Well, look at what's hot overall 
in the market: trucks. GM seems to be 
leaning toward a hydrogen powered 
hybrid used in trucks like the concept 
GMC Terra4 debuted at the Chicago 
Auto Show in February. 

As the demand rises for vehicles 
using this technology, supply will 
increase. As of now, I know of no plans 
for a hybrid sedan from either GM or 
Ford.

I am about to purchase a new 
car. I have been driving a Honda 



Civic (1992) and have really have 
enjoyed it. I am thinking of purchas- 
ing another one, but I am also con- 
sidering something new and differ- 
ent. How would this purchase com- 
pare to a PT Cruiser? I know I can 
trust Honda, but the Cruiser Is tempt- 
ing. 

A Even though you've been driving a 
/"a Civic for a decade (any questions 
about quality or longevity? Naaaaaah 
... didn't think sol), I would strongly sug- 
gest you drive the new Civic. While ifs 
still true to its heritage of reliability and 
economy, ifs certainly different from the 
car you've had in your garage. Then, go 
drive the PT Cruiser. Try to accomplish 




this mission back-to-back so that you 
can make a better comparison. Then 
get on the 'Net and do a side-by-side 
comparison using DriveChicago.com. 
Make sure you compare options, too. I 
still don't understand why Honda makes 
ABS (anti-lock brakes) an option. Who 
in their right mind wouldn't want it? 
Remember to compare all aspects of 
your purchase. Both cars are about the 
same price, but the PT has the Chrysler 
Advantage Warranty, which covers 
engine and transmission for seven 
years or 100,000 miles. The other obvi- 
ous thing to consider is the price of the 
rnoney you use to buy it. There's anoth- 
er big wave of special financing on the 
very near horizon. GM will lead the way 
with 0.0 percent, financing for 60 
months. What will the others do? 
Follow! The best news is that the cus- 
tomer is the big winner. My personal 
pick would be the PT Cruiser. It's roomi- 
er, has some very fun configurations 
with seats and cargo area, and the 
styling is knock-out even after looking at 
it for a few years. I'd also wait a bit for 
the turbo model that's coming out, but 
that might not be important to you.

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t was undoubtedly one of Donald Healey's 
proudest moments

There, parked behind the ropes at the 1952 
London Motor show was his very own Healey 
Hundred sports car. The sleek prototype— made even 
sleeker with its rakish fold-down windscreen— stunned 
show goers with its sheer beauty. Also impressive was 
the fact that the roadster had been tested by Donald 
Healey himself at speeds above 100 mph 
(hence the name Healey Hundred). 

Healey's creation also caught the atten- 
tion of Leonard Lord, chairman of the then 
recently formed British Motor Corporation 
(BMC). The company supplied the 
Healey's 90-horsepower 2.7-liter OHV 
four-cylinder engine, four-speed manual 
transmission and other mechanical compo- 
nents. Both Lord and Healey saw the huge 
export-market potential for the car, and a 
deal was soon struck between the two 
men. BMC would manufacture the car, 
since it was clear that Healey's cottage- 
industry plant could never keep up with 
the expected demand. 

Before the London Motor Show ended, 
the Healey Hundred was renamed the Austin-Healey 
100. With a list price of £750 (around $1,500), it was 
pricier than an MG TD or Triumph TR2, but far more 
affordable than Jaguar's exotic XK120. 

With their eyes firmly fixed on the lucrative North 
American market, Lord and Healey (Healey then had 
the role of chief designer and consultant) set about gen- 
erating prototypes to be shipped to the United States. 

At first sight, American audiences reacted with the 
same enthusiasm as those in Britain. The Austin Healey 
captured the Grand Premier Award at the 1953 Miami 
World's Fair and was also named International Show 
Car of the Year at the International Motor Sports Show 
in New York. Donald Healey personally drove his cre- 
ation throughout the country, helping build interest 
among the public, the press and BMC dealers. 

With such an audacious debut, orders were soon 
flooding BMC's Longbridge, England plant. The com- 
pany was churning out more than 100 Healeys a week, 
with 80 percent of produc- 
tion destined 



overseas delivery. » 

Those early 100s showed their versatility as daily 
drivers as well as weekend warriors on race tracks and 
rally courses. Although well suited for both tasks, the 
Healey wasn't without its faults. Excessive engine heat 
tended to fill the cockpit and more than one exhaust sys- 
tem was destroyed due to ground-clearance problems. 
However, considering the car's impressive performance 
(0-60 mph in a little more than 10 seconds), superb han- 
dling and great looks, these remained minor quibbles. 

Donald Healey wanted to build 

the best possible sports car. 

With corporate help, the 

Austin-Healey became a hi K 

successful roadster that richly 

deserves its classic-car status. 
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As the Austin-Healey's popularity and reputation 
grew, its founder remained active as its chief ambassa- 
dor. As a former First World War aviator, automotive 
engineer and Successful competition driver (winning 
the 1931 Monte Carlo rally), Healey was perfectly suit- 
ed to the role. In 1954 at age 56, he piloted a stream- 
lined-bodied supercharged Austin-Healey 100 to a num- 
ber of speed and endurance records at the Bonneville 
(Utah) salt flats. 

In 1956, after four years and more than 14,000 copies 
• (including 55 aluminum-bodied racing versions 
equipped with more powerful engines and four-wheel 
disc brakes), the original 100 series gave way to the 100- 
6. The car had a slightly longer wheelbase, redesigned 
grille and power-bulge hood, along with the availability 
of "occasional" rear seats that could give even the tini-

Despite higher prices and a bulkier size, Austin- 
Healey sales remained strong. By then, 
Healeys were being successfully cam- 
paigned at race courses the world over, 
including France's 24 Hours of Le Mans, 
Sebring, Fla. and Nassau (Bahamas) Speed 
Weeks events. Stirling Moss and his sister, 
Pat, had particular success racing and rally- 
ing the cars. 

The last major upgrade occurred in 1959. 
Branded the Austin-Healey 3000, the list of 
improvements included a more powerful 
2.9-liter OHV straight-six (which would 
ultimately break through the 10-second 0- 
60-mph barrier), front disc brakes, roll-up 
windows and a retractable convertible top. 
At long last, the dangerously-exposed 
exhaust system was rerouted to a more protected loca- 
tion. And, for the first time in the Healey's history, a 
removable hardtop became optional. 

However, success would not continue. BMC was 
totally unprepared to properly adapt to the United 
States government's forthcoming safety and environ- 
mental regulations. By the end of 1967, after sales of 
more than 72,000 copies, Donald Healey's dream 
reached the end of the line. ; 

The Healey name would live on for another few 
years in the form of the pint-sized Austin-Healey Sprite 
as well as the low-volume Lotus-powered Jensen- 
Healey roadster available from 1972-77. 

Since Donald Healey's death in 1988 at age 89, inter- 
est in his cars, as well as their resale values continues 
to climb.

There's very little front or rear body 
overhang, which, when combined with 
an eight-inch ground clearance, means 
the bumpers should be more snag resist- 
ant when surface undulations are at 
their most acute.
